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DETAILED ACTION 

Election/Restrictions 

1 . Applicant's election without traverse of Group I, drawn to a unique isolated nucleic acid 
identified by SEQ ID NO: 1 15 in the reply filed on December 23, 2005 is acknowledged. 
Claims 3, and 32 are drawn to an isolated nucleic acid sequence consisting of SEQ ID NO: 115.
